Secret Service Man Throws Light

Rasputin 


“Rasputin, the Rascal Monk,” by 
William LeQuex, throws an aston- 
ishing light upon the collapse of 
Russia says the Toronto News in a 
~review of the work. The author is 
: under stood to be a member-of the 
British secret service, and the books 
which he wrote before the war have 
been widely read all over the Eng- 
lish-speaking world. The account 
which he gives of the Russian revo- 
lution and of the amazing part which 
the monk played in it is supported 
by’ official documents in his posses- 
sion by the Russian and other allied 
authoritics. 

Rasputin was a-dirty, illiterate Si- 
berian peasant and horse-thief, who 
discoveted that he was possessed of 
unusual hypnotic powers. He as- 
sumed the role of a Holy Man and 
by imposing upon the crediility 0 
high!y-placed women rose to be vir- 
tual dictator of the Russian empire. 
Unclean in person as in morals, he 
invented an crotic religion of — his 
own. The religious ceremonies over 
which he presided were so gross and 
bestial in character as to forbid des- 
cription in a daily newspaper. The 
verminous libertine achieved abso- 
lute dominion, over the ,czarina by 
pretending that he held the heelth, 
and even the life, of her son, the lit- 


tle czarevitch, absolutely -in his 
hands. os 
The © czarina's favorite lady-in- 


wailing was his chief mistress and 
accomplice. She it was who gave or 
withheld the secret Chinese drug to 
the little patient accordin,: as the 
monk wished him to improve or de- 
cline in health. : 
German in birth and sympathy, the 
ezarina was working in collusion 
with the emperor of Germany for the 
overthrow of the Russian armies. In 
this task she was assisted by the 
Russian prime minister Sturmer, and 
his. ministerial colleague Protopopof 
and=many other agents ¥ 
lin. court. Rasputin and his 4te 
conspirators were in reccipt of, con- 
stant communications and handsome 
incomes from the Potsdam govern- 


ment. Rasputin had private quart- 
ers in the czar’s palace and took 
most of his meals with the ‘royal 


* family, but he maintained a hcuse of 
his own, where he received the kai- 
ser’s agents and plotted for the dés- 
truction of bleeding Russia. Officers 
at the front were bribed to forego 
attacks upon the central powers and 
ever to withdraw their troops at cri- 
tical moments... When General ‘Bru- 
siloff carried out his spectacular ad- 
vance against the Austrians. an at- 
tempt was made to poison him, buf 
a fe'iow officer fell a victim to the 
deadly potion prepared for the gen- 
eral’s lips. The kaiser sent 150 bar- 
rels of Canadian apples inoculated 
with cholera germs for distribution 
through charitable institutions with 
a view of starting a plague, and so 
discouraging Russia, but the fruit de- 
cayed enrou‘e and was thus unfit for 
consumption on artival. Other tactics 
adopted by Rasputin and his agents 
were the destruction of munition 
works, the creation of an  unneces- 
sary shortage in food and the crip- 
pling of transportation facilities. Mr. 
LeQucux supporis these astonishing 
assertions with documentary evi- 
dence secured through secret service 
channels, ; 
Rasputin had the Russian court so 
completely in his power that the czar 
dismissed and appointed ministers, 
governors, generals and other state 
officials at the dirty monk’s dicta- 
tion. So great was his authority that 
he had numbers of high officials in 
the Russian church cashiered . and 
tools of his own appointed in their 
stead. He sent hundreds of extreme 
revolutionaries to the front to break 
down the morale of the Russian 
army.

Milk as a So id Food 


Specially Valuable for Children and 
Better Than Meat ; 


The New York College of Agricul 
ture is responsible for the following 
interesting article on the value of 
milk as a solid food. 

‘Milk is a solid food and not merely 
a pleasing beverage. Although milk 
is swallowed as a liquid, it almost 
immediately becomes a_ solid food, 
for a process similar to cheesemak- 
ing takes place in the human stom- 
ach, just as when junket is added to 
milk, it thickens into the rather firm 
curd which is the solid food of milk. 
In the cheese factory this curd is 
made into cheese; in the stomach it 
is digested and becomes assimilated 
into body tissue. 
seem as solid a food as meat, but it 
does the same workin the body and 
has the added advantage of passing 
through the digestive process with- 
out as much of the decay that meat 
or other foods undergo. To let milk 
replace meat in the daily food, ina 
measure, is urged as a wise move in 
war time. ec 

It is recognized . that there _ are 
some adults and even some __ babies 
who have difficulty in digesting milk. 
This difficulty occurs in the liquefy- 
ing of this curd, which must be lique- 
fied as it is digested. There is a 
simple way of correcting ‘this diffi- 
culty; that is, to boil the milk, Phe 
curd formed: from boi!ed milk is not 
nearly as large or so firm as. that 
from fresh milk: 

Milk is the kind’ of. solid food 
which should be fed to. little child, 
‘ren, for it is pointed ‘out that they 
can use it.to much better advantage: 
than they can meat. It is a matter 
of common. observation that + little 
kittens are subject to fits when fed 
meat, and although little. children 
may not be so_ scriodsly aff cted, 
they may be made nervous and irri-

Discipline 
Military . Training Must Commend 


Itself to All ‘Who Recognize 
the Handicap 


A story is told of a boy trom one 
of the training camps who returned 
home for a visit and overheard his 
father tell a younger son to fix the 
furnace. The lad objected, and the 
father promised him a quarter if he 
would obey. Whereupon the embryo 
soldier remarked: “Father, the dis- 
cipline in this house is perfectly 
rotten.” 

If it will serve as a corrective to 
the “rotten” discipline prevajling in 
so many homes, military training 
must commend itself to all who re- 
gognize the handicap with which 
many undisciplined boys and_ girls 
start out in life. The present enforc- 
ed training of millions of men, the 
fathers of the future, will also have 
served an added purpose. 

The: flagrant lack of discipline 
among the youth of today, who, one 
sometimes feels, scarcely know the 
meaning of the word “obey” neces- 
sarily leads to graver forms of .in- 
subordination in other affairs, and 
the next stcp, disregard for law, is 
dangerously easy. All teachers: know 
that gchool children give the measure 
of oBedience to school authorities 
that they are trained in at home. And 
it has long been notorious that this 
measure is often dangerously little.’ 

Unfortunately, the military’ train 
ing our boys are getting will not 
materially affect existing conditions 
in the home. Present lack of disci- 
pline, however, will be materially af 
fected by the training the fathers of 
the next generation of boys and girls 
are now getting. And there is prom- 
ise of better things with that next 
generation, when our present soldiers 
shall have homes of their own. They 
at least will scarcely be willing to 
bribe their children into obedicnce,—

Now Improving the Quality of Eggs 
By Grading Method 


In connection with the Co-opera- 
tive Creameries, Limited, under 
which name the co-operative cream- 
eries of Saskatchewan have just been 
organized, a poultry department has 
been created for the purpose of 
handling of eggs and poultry. Just 
as the quality of butter has been 
brought to the highest standard 
through- the grading of cream, so 1t 
is hoped that through the methods 
of purchase anJ g:ading of this de- 
partment the quality of egys ‘and 
poultry raised by farmers in the pro- 
vince will be greatly improved. 

The province of Saskatchewan 
stands third in importance in Cana- 
da in regard to-the poultry business, 
great strides having becn made in 
the past few years. At the list esti- 
mate the number of birds in the pro- 
vince was six million, but it is anti- 
cipated that this nu aber can easily 
be raised to twenty million within 
the next’few years. Much is being 
done to interest boys and girls on 
the farms in this work, by instruc- 
tion in the schools poultry competi- 
tions at school fairs and egg  con- 
tests. Besides giving children some- 
thing to do in their spare time which 
is useful and profitable, it is claimed 
that when once interdsted they re- 
main interested, and are more open 
to the reception of new and improv- 
ed methods than are adults, 

Poultry stations have been operat- 
ed in the winter months at Saskatoon 
and Regina by the provincial gov- 
ernment, with increasing sucoess dur- 
ing the past few years. Two years

Binder Twine Will Now Be Made 
In Saskatchewan 


For many years hundreds of tons 
of flax atraw have been burned in 
Saskatchewan yearly, but it was re- 
ported last fall that a process ‘had 
been discovered by means ot which 
this straw could be utilized -economi- 
cally in the’manufatture of binding 
twine, Some remarkable samples of 
the products of flax straw under this 
process were on view at Regina, Sas- 
katchewan, at the time. 

It is now announced that an auth- 
orization has been granted under the 
Saskatchewan Companies’ Act for 
the organization and operation of a 
company, with a capitaliztion of $1,- 
000,000, for the purpose of manufac- 
turing binder twine, commercial 
twine and general cordage from flax 
straw in. Saskatchewan under. the 
new ‘process/ It is estimated that 
from a ton of flax straw, 270 pounds 
of twine can be manufactured by 
this process.

Sheep are Money-Makers 


Western Canada May Become One 
of the Leading Wool Pro- 
ducing Countries 


In view of the greatly diminished 
dutput of wool, and the growing de- 
mand, there is not much likelihood 
that the prices of wool will go be- 
low their present high level. Sheep 
raising, even on land which is much 
more expensive than that of West- 
ern Canada, will ensure good returns 
for many years to come. After the 
war the flocks of the world will re- 
quire replenishing. It is estimated 
that 56,000,000 sheep have been 
slaughtered in Europe during the 
past three and a half years. In: Ger- 
many there are practically none at all 
left, in Turkey and the Balkan states 
very few, while! Austria~Hungary is 
said to have seven million sheep less 
than when the war was begun. Eng- 
land and France have each lost about 
one-third of their flocks. Conditions 
are similar in the neutral countries 
of Europe. Nor is the shortage in 
Europe alone; The wool danety of 
the United States has diminished 
considerably in the-last few years. 

Wool Bu- 
reau estimatcs that Montana has lost 
one-half of its wool clip in the last

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Inside Reasons of Trench Raid “end 
Some Methods 


The papers are full of accounts of 
trench raids soldiers in France have 
rticipated in. Yet there are v 
ew people who know what a trenc 
ifaid ‘is or how it is exectted: Here is 
a description of one by Capt. R: We 

mmie, in a United States. news- 
Paper. Captain Simmie joined the 
Canadian army in 1914. He was 
wounded ‘three titmes—once at Som- 
me—and was.sént to America to take 
charge of recruiting, 

“The main. purpose of a trench 
raid,” said Captain Simmie, “is to se- 
cure prisoners from whom we can 
obtain information as to the strength 
and the numbers of the regiménts op- 
posing us. A ‘raid is accomplished 
under cover‘of night. The raiding 
party usually. consists of four sec- 
tions of ten or twelve men, each in 
command of a liéutenant, 

“Before any of the men dare ta 
venture forth under battle conditions 
they are schooled rigidly behind the 
lines in an.exact ‘knowledge of the 
outlay of the land. From pictures 
ayiators have taken, the German 
trenches are reconstructed and _ the 
men practice jumping into them from 
all angles so that when the crucial 
moment comes they will fight with: 
the confidence that ‘knowledge 
their surroundings give. 

“When everything is in readiness, 
the men’s faces and bayonets are 
blackened. This ‘is to prévent any | 
light reflecting from them and also! 
as a means of recognition. One man 
knows that his black-faced neighbor 
isa friend and not a foex : 

“The sections go out, over the par- 
apet one at a time, through the lanes 
in their own barb wire that have 
been cut for them. Following: their 
lieutenant they walk into No Man’s 
Land crouching, ‘preparing to fall- flat 
or remain motionless when a star 
shell is shot up near them. It is only 
through absolute immiobility that 
éne can escape detection in the burn- 
ing, white light of a star shell. 

‘The Germans usually discover us 

before we reach thtir wires, Our 
bombers then throw ‘grenades into 
the German trench and we all . fall 
flat and wait for them to explode. 
One of the sections’ has brought 
along stiles painted the color of the 
earth. These are thrown over ..the 
German wire and the men. run over 
them and jump into the trench right 
on top of ‘Fritz. 
. “The four sections ‘all have differ- 
ent duties to perform. The leading 
| Section goes up the trench. about 
fifty or seventy-five yards and puts 
lin’a block of barbed wire to prevent 
re-enforcements from ‘coming «up. 
The next section goes- down the 
communicating trenches and-~ per- 
forms: the same operation. The third 
Section bombs the Germans. from 
their. dugouts. The other section's 
business is to look out. for. the \sal- 
vage of captured machine guns and 
other arms. It takes care of . the 
prisoners that must. be’ taken -back. 
It also sees that every wounded Ger- 
man is killed. This sounds very bru- 
tal, bye. itis apahcsalute—_naressity. 
When so few men are trying to 
stand off a battalion of the enemy 
they cannot afford to be hampered 
with wounded men. Unless the Ger- | 
mans are badly wounded—in which! 
case we do not molest them—they 
will fire on our men and prevent our 
taid being successful. 

“We try ‘to take sgme_ prisoners 
back with us, but if this is not pos- 
sible we cut off their shoulder straps 
with the nuimber of their regiments 
on them, In this way our command- 
ing officers: can tell what kind of 
troops are opposing us. A successful 
raid deméralizes the enemy anid gives 
our men a decided advantage if they 
desire to attack.”

Italian Soldier Gives Some... Facts 
From Personal Experience 


An Italian soldiem belonging to a 
machine gun corps, who escaped the 
hands of the Germans in the forced 
retreat from the Carso, writes as fol- 
lows to a friend, in Canada: 

have learned~ that a large num- 
ber of the Italian prisoners taken by 
the enemy were at once set to work 


at the front, so that they had to 
fight against their own comrades, 
and were exposed to their fire. At 


the present moment, instead of being 
camps. they 
are being employed on defence 
works, which the enemy, fearing a 
powerful attack by the allied forces, 
are throwing up in great haste and 
fear. It has come to the knowledge 
of the‘secretary of national assis- 
tance that the German military com- 
mander of Udine, soon after the pro- 
vince was occupied by the enemy, is- 
sued the following proclamation: 

(1) Within six hours, ‘the inhabi- 
tants must surrender all the arms in 
their possession to the commander, 
pe the different places indicated by 

im. 

(2) Within six hours they must 
likewise bring all the fo 
Possess. 

(3) Every one must register ‘his 
‘fame af these places, and each day 
at 11 o’clock, present himself, when 
he will receive a. ticket for food for 
the day. . ; 

(4) All men, women, and children 
above 15 years of age are obliged 
to work in the fields every day, in- 
cluding Sundays, from 4 a.m. till 8 
p.m,, but will be given half an hour’s 
rest in the morning, one hour and a 
half at midday, and half an hour in 
the afternoon. 

(5) Men who hedge at their work 
will be superintended by a German 
official, and when the agricultural 
work is over, will be imprisoned for 
six months, and -every third day be 
fed on bread and water.
